Judge Rees hesitated a long time Irefore 
officially announcing Einer as the winner and 
then sent for Roller. The latter was told that 
the further entry of Einer would be refused and 
was severely drawn over the coals for the horse’s 
sudden awakening. 

Perhaps the worst lot of horses that could be 
found made up the field in the fifth race. It 
was at a mile, and not cue of the starters was 
worth the price of his lioard. False Lead was 
(jacked and so. was Three Bars, but neii her of 
them proved, good enough to win. Qadsden, a 
50 to 1 ehauce, was lucky enough to carry off the 
purse. 

The two-year-olds racing at the local tracks 
are certainly a bad lot. Proof of this is that 
they beat one another so often. In the first 
race there were fourteen of these youngsters 
and Merito was favorite. She ran a fine race, 
but landed in second place, the winner turning 
up in Erla d’Or. 

There was a long delay in the second race 
before the starter could get the field away, and 
when be did the horses were all mixed up and 
there was a bad jam on the first turn. Once 
straightened away down the backstretcb Murat 
went to the front and showed the way well into 
the stretch. But about the eighth post along 
came Mary Kinsella and glided by Murat and 
Loyaletta as though they were stationary and 
won off by herself. After Mary Kinsella parted 
company with Murat and Loyaletta the former 
became very tired, and when Knapp made bis 
final effort to l>eat Loyaletta for the place he 
resorted to foul tactics. Murat finished second, 
but was promptly set back for fouling. 

Fair Dec3iver won the third event, which was 
at seven furlongs, very handily from Sim W. 
The latter appeared to have Fair Deceiver 
beaten at the head of the stretch but under hie 
heavy impost of 1-1 pounds tired at the end and 
was extremely lucky to bsat Miss Ross for sec- 
ond place. There was considerable promiscu- 
ous talk about Tabjr’s ride on Sim W. Ho, 
however, did his bast, and the judge seemed 
satisfied, in a way, and turned his deaf ear to 
the scandal-mongers. 

The last race was a cake walk for Silver Tone. 
He broke second but went to the front on the 
first turn, and. setting his own pace, won off by 
himself by three lengths from Jim McClevy. 

Judge Rees did not like the way Hardly has 
been raced and her entry will bo refused at 
Hawtuorne hereafter.
